sl< of Wight County was one of the first counties of Virginia, perhaps the first 
lend aid to one of the sister colonies in distress. Before actual warfare had 
begun, and Bostons port was wider an embargo; this county sent not only a written 
expression of sympathy and encouragement, but loaded a vessel with corn, and sent 
it to her compatriots inBoston. 

There is no complete list of soldiers who enlisted from this county, but they 
were numerous. Tarleten destroyed many of the records in his raid in this County.

Heewas well acquainted with 
John Everett and Tonakin Aunt and Thomas Whitley, all of the above mentioned 
soldiers belonged to the 15nth Continental Regiment $o which I was Attached 
and we all went to the north and served three years together, except 
Thomas Whitley who died in the service before’the three years were tp The 
Affiant now lives in Isle of Wight County, Va., where he lived before he y 
went into the Army.
